Claim Rejection under 35 USC § 103 
Claims 68, 72-75, 77, 82,86-8$, 94, 98 and 99 have been rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) 
as allegedly be unpatentable over by Sato in view of Chang US Patent Pub. IQ( ■ 010296 ' 
Claims 71, 76, 85, 89 and 97 have been rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as allegedly be 
unpatentable over by Sato in view of Siddiqui US Patent 6,826,176. These rejections are 
respectfully traversed.
